—It  seems  a  pity  that  more  system  is  not 
introduced  into  the  cultivation  of  cereals  in 
Argentina.  The  sugar  industry  has  been  hope- 
lessly   overdone,  and   with  the    opening    of 
Cuba  to  the  United  States  and  the  latter's 
tariff  regulations  with  regard  to  bounty-fed 
sugar  the  only  country  now  open  to  receive 
Argentine  sugar  is  Great  Britain,   although 
there  is  mention  of  some  favorable  treatment 
of  it  by  the  United  States.     With  Germany 
and  the  other  bounty-giving  European  nations 
all  competing  for  our  market,  there  will  not 
be  much   room  for  Argentine  sugar,  and  it 
wonld  be  well  if  the  Argentine  government 
were  to  cease  its   protective   policy,   which 
alone  keeps  the  Tucumau  sugar-growers  alive, 
and  compel  many  of  them  to  turn  to  some 
other  form  of  industry.    Wine-growing  seems 
fairly  profitable  in  the  Argentine;  but  at  pre- 
sent the  country's  future  appears  to  he  more 
in  regular  agriculture.    Hence  it  is  strange 
that  the  cultivation  of  cereals  is  not  under- 
taken in  a  less  happy-go-lucky  manner.   The 
farmer  ramy  owns  the  land  he  farms.    He 
pays  the  ijlner  a  percentage  of  the  crop  raised 
as  rent,  and  his  one  idea  is  naturally  to  get  as 
much  out  of  the  soil  as  possible,  and  move  on 
to  a  fresh  locality  where  he  can  find  new  land. 
XJuder  these  circumstances,  he  spends  nothing 
on  improvements  and  wastes  no  money  011 
putting  anything  back  into  the  soil,  which  he 
simply    quitskas   soon    as   it   is   exhausted. 
Strange  to  sajftve  are  told  that  the  owner  of 
the  land  makrs  no  objection,  and  is  rather 
glad  to  take  tin  farm  back  and  use  it  for  graz- 
ing purposes,  Laving  first  sown  lucerne  over 
the  ploughed  area.    In  this  way,  however, 
the  production  of  wheat  does  not  increase  to 
anything  like  the  extent  it  might  under  dif- 
ferent conditions,  and  at  the  same  time  the 
absence  of  proper  facilities  for  handling  and 
classifying  the  crop  prevents  the  best  prices 
being  obtained  for  Warn.— Financial  News. 


Mr  EDISON  is  ill  possession  of  a  curious 
electric  cradle,  presented  to  him  by  his  as- 
sistants on  the  birth  of  his  second  daughter.

Adding  to  this  the  bal- 
ance of  the  government  guarantee  account 
and  miscellaneous  receipts,  amounting  toge- 
ther to  £24,000,  the  total  net  income  is  £105,- 
000.  The  interest  on  the  four  per  cent. 
debenture  stock  calls  for  £47,000,  and  the 
surplus  balance  thus  amounts  to  £58,000, 
This  sum  is  carried  forward.  The  ordinary 
capital  is  £5,463.930,  in  £10  shares,  and  the 
profit  for  1S98,  including  the  gdvernment 
guarantee,  was  thus  equal  to  a  shade  over 
i  per  cent,  of  dividend.  In  the  first  2S  weeks 
of  1S99  the  gross  receipts  have  declined  by 
£21,000;  but  the  traffics  of  the  last  week  or 
two  have  shown  marked  improvement,  and  if 
the  gains  continue  the  gross  results  for  the 
present  year  may  he  somewhat  better  than 
last.

United  States. 

Aug.  26. —Admiral  Sampson  lias  returned  to 
New  York  on  sick  leave. 

Iiitlie  course  of  a  speech  delivered  m  Wash- 
ington, President  McKinley  said  the  Amer- 
ican flag  would  remain  were  it  had  been  placed 
in  the  Philippines,  not  as  a  symbol  of  oppres- 
sion but  of  liberty.  He  also  stated  that  Philip- 
pines would  ultimately  enjoy  equal  rights 
with  other  American  citizens. 

Three  extra  regiments  have  been  sent  to 
Manilla. 

The  New  York  Herald  says  that  the  govern- 
ment is  about  to  grant  all  iudeiiiui/.ation  of 
jo,ooo  dollars  frt  the  recent  lynching  of 
Italians. 

AUG.  27.— President  McKinley  signed  the 
decree  recognising  the  independence  of  Cuba. 
(This  event  of  great  importance  in  the  history 
of  the  western  hemisphere  is  thus  curtly  dealt 
with  by  the  telegraph  agencies,  110  details 
being  given). 

^UQ-  28,— The  negroes  of  Darien,  Panama, 
have  armed  themselves  to  prevent  the  lyncliinr 
of  one  of  their  number. 

The  revolutionary  party  iu  San  Domingo  is 
gradually  increasing  in  strength. 

President  McKinley  has  sent  the  proclama- 
tion of  the  independence  of  Cuba  to  the  gov- 
ernor-general of  the  island. 

AUG.  29.— The  New  York  Herald  treating  of 
the  Philippine  insurrection  says  the  hatred  of 
the  natives  for  the  Americans  grows  greater 
every  day  throughout  the  archipelago,  and  it 
foresees  a  great  expenditure  of  blood  and 
treasure  before  the  revolt  is  suppressed . 

President  McKinley,  in  a  speecli  at  Pitts- 
burg, declared  that  the  government  would 
grant  no  concession  to  the  Tagalos  or  have 
any  negotiations  whatsoever  with  them  until 
the  revolution  was  put  down  and  the  dominion 
of  the  United  States  acknowledged,

—The  details  of  the  election  frauds  ill  Parana 
make  us  wonder  how  any  serious  mall  can  feel 
that  things  have  changed  for  the  better  under 
this  so-called  republic.

—There  was  some  alarm  in  Sao  Paulo  oil

Happily  there  was  no  cause  for  the 
report.

They  did  not  stone  a  consulate 
because  there  was  none,  but  they  telegraphed 
their  protests  to  Rio  and  then  went  home  half 
satisfied. 

—The  governor  of  Minas  Geraes  sanctioned 
the  laud  tax  bill  oil  the  2d  inst.  As  before 
stated,  it  imposes  a  lax  of  one-half  of  one  per 
cent  011  land,  uniformly  throughout  the  state. 
It  likewise  reduces  the  export  tax  oil  coffee 
from  u  to  9  percent. 

—The  Folha  do  Norte  has  published  a  tele- 
gram saying  that  the  Bolivian  minister  com- 
plained to  President  Campos  Salles  that  the 
governors  of  Paid  and  Ainazon.s  had  encou- 
raged the  declaration  of  the  independence  of 
the  Rio  Acre  territory. 

—A  telegram  of  the  29th  ult.  from  Maranhao 
reports  acts  of  vandalism  committed  by  police 
authorities  ill  some  of  the  interior  districts. 
It  is  stated  that  there  is  no  security  for  life  or 
property  and  that  the  population  is  emigrating 
en  masse.  The  town  of  Grajahu  is  said  to  be 
completely  deserted. 

—A  telegram  of  the  31st  ult.  states  that  on 
that  day  Senator  Generoso  Ponce  was  attacked 
in  one  of  the  streets  of  CorunlM  by  one  Ramon 
Waks  Weske,  who,  it  is  added,  was  imme- 
diately lynched  by  an  indignant  mob.  The 
assailant  is  said  to  have  been  an  officer  of  the 
Legiao  Campos  Salles. 

—Yesterday  Deputy  Montenegro  submitted 
a  bill  to  the  chamber  conceding  a  month's 
leave  of  absence  to  President  Campos  Salles 
with  permission  to  leave  the  country,  and  with 
a  blank  credit  to  cover  all  expenses,  this 
means  a  return  visit  to  President  Roca,  and 
confirms  the  report  that  it  would  be  111  October. 
—Telegrams  of  the  2ud  inst  state  that  in 
Cnvabd,  ill  consequence  of  the  lynching  of  all 
officer  of  the  LcgiSo  Campos  Salles.  over  100 
arrests  have  been  made.  Senator  Generoso 
Ponce  aud  ex-Gov.  Antonio  Ccsario  are  report- 
ed to  be  among  the  prisoners.  Many  houses 
are  said  to  have  been  forcibly  entered  and 
searched. 

—The  stale  assembly  of  Minus  Geraes  has 
voted  to  suppress  the  normal  school  at  Jim  de 
F6ra  as  a  measure  of  economy.  The  school 
is  attended  by  about  200  pupils.  It  may  be 
assumed  that  the  schools  will  be  suppressed 
Ion"  before  the  subsidies  and  sinecures  ami 
jobs.  The  politician  has  very  little  use  for 
public  instruction. 

—It  is  said  that  the  agricultural  clubs  in 
some  parls  of  Sao  Paulo  are  preparing  to  pre- 
sent their  own  candidates  in  the  next  state 
aud  federal  elections.  This  is  not  only  iroorl 
policy,  but  it  is  an  imperative  policy  1 1  the 
planters  wish  to  save  th;  country  from  a  great 
disaster  The  political  parasites  who  are  now 
pretending  to  legislate  for  and  govern  the 
country  have  more  than  demonstrated  their 
incapacity  and  ulitrustworthiness.

—  The  budget  committee  of  tliusbamber  of 
deputies  has  framed  new  regiilatiBns  for  col- 
lecting the  consumption  taxes.  The  proposed 
schedule  embraces,  in  addition  to  merchandise 
already  subject  to  these  taxes,  hats,  umbrellas, 
gunny  'lags,  bagging  and  »H  kinds  of  cotton 
Ind  woolen  fabrics.  Among  the  food  products 
thus  taxed,  in  addition  to  canned  goods,  are 
hams,  sausages,  several  other  kinds  of  cured 
meats  and  pickled  vegetables,  meats  and  fruits. 
When  put  up  ill  tins,  bottles  or  boxes,  these 
products  pav  from  50  to  200  rela  per  package; 
when  put  up  in  casks,  from  100  to  200  reis  per 
kilo  The  taxes  on  cotton  fabrics  vary  trolll 
20  to  200  reis  per  kilo  and  those  on  woolen 
fabrics  from  50  to  200  reis  per  kilo;  on  umbrel- 
las from  100  to  500  reis  each;  on  hats  from  100 
reis  to  2fooo  each;  on  blankets,  ponchos,  etc., 
from  50  to  300  reis  each.  The  tax  on  gunny  bags 
is  20  reis  each  and  on  bagging  4°  reis  per  kilo.

—We  see  that  the  manufacture  of  nickel 
coins  is  still  going  on  at  the  mint,  the  output 
in  August  amounting  to  94,ooo(.  But  tins 
reminds  us  that  the  government  has  a  contract 
for  the  manufacture  of  20,000,000$  worth 
abroad,  in  coins  of  three  denominations  and 
of  half  the  size  of  those  now  ill  circulation. 
If  these  are  to  be  issued  soon,  why  should  the 
government  continue  to  issue  the  larger  coins? 
Why  not  begin  issninc  the  new  coins? 

—Later  advices  from  Bnhia  confirm  and 
accentuate  the  crisis  there.  Nearly  all  the 
public  departments  are  unpaid,  and  the  mer- 
chants who  have  made  advances  to  the  police 
force  are  unable  to  collect  what  is  due  them, 
It  is  said  that  the  acting  governor  has  made 
efforts  ill  various  directions  to  borrow  money, 
but  without  success.  Just  now,  it  would 
appear  that  there  |is  an  uncomfortable  degree 
of  iccoliceutrapita  in  financial  circles.

-It  is  stated  that  the  governor  of  Para  has 
borrowed  6,ooo,ooo(  from  one  of  the  local 
banks  the  money  to  be  used  for  waterworks 
at  the  capital  of  the  state. 

—The  budget  committee  of  the  chamber  of 
deputies  recommend!  the  following  taxes  on 
passengers  leaving  Brazilian  ports  ;-lst-class, 
30$  ;  2iid-class,  2o(  ;  3rd-class,  5$. 

-The  budget  committee  of  the  chamber  of 
deputies  proposes  to  increase  the  import  duty 
on  rice  and  beans  from  40  to  60  rels  per  kilo 
and  on  Indian  corn  from  20  to  30  rels  per 
kilo. 

—The  President  has  asked  congress  for  a 
supplementary  credit  of  27,ooof  for  the  fire 
brigade  for  the  current  year.
